in tho Army of tho Potomac until tho fal l 
of Richmond.

Congress by decisive majorities. Deceased 
was a Republican and a strong party man 
Hastings, Nob., Aug. 19.—An autopsy 
was hold on the remains of Congressman 
Laird, who died horo Saturday. The theory 
that ho died of softening of tho brain was dis 
polled by tho examination of that organ, 
it l)oing found in a j>erfoctly healthy state. 
A number of physicians who havo boon in 
attendance ai Mr. Laird’s bodsido attribute 
his doath to blood poisoning, tho result of 
a recont operation performed, but the 
cause of his death is still w rapped In 
mystery. 
Mr. Laird was interred in Fark View 
cemetery in Hastings, alongside of his 
fatlior, mother and brothers. 
His col­ 
leagues, Senators Manderson and Paddock, 
Representatives Dorsey and Connell, acted 
as pall-boarers.

Rev. T. D ew itt Talmage, D. D., of Brook­ 
lyn, preached here Sunday. 
His text was 
Isaiah, xxv., ll: “He shall spread forth 
His hands in tho midst of them, as he 
that swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands 
to swim. ’ ’ 
Tho proachor said: 
At this season of tho year multitudes of 
peoplo wado into the ponds and lakes and 
rivers and seas. 
At first putting out cau­ 
tiously from tho shore, but having learned 
tho right stroke of arm and foot they lot 
the waters roll over them and in wild glee 
dive or float or swim. 
So the text will bo 
very suggestive: “ Ho shall sproad forth 
His hands in tho midst of them, as ho that 
swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands to 
swim.” 
Tho fisherman seeks out unfrenquented 
nooks. 
You stand all day on tho bank of 
a river in tho broiling sun and fling out 
your line and catch nothing, wnile tho ex­ 
pert angler breaks through the jungle and 
goes by tho shadow of the solitary rock 
and in a place whore no fisherman has 
been for ten years, throws out his lino, 
and comes homo at night, his face shining 
and his basket fulL 
I do not know why 
we ministers of the gospel nood always bo 
fishing in tho same stream and preaching 
from the same text that other peoplo 
preach from. 
I can not understand tho 
policy of the minister who, in Blackfriars, 
London, England, ©very week for thirty 
years 
preached 
from 
tho 
epistle 
to 
the 
Hebrews. 
It 
is 
an 
exhilaration 
to mo when I corno across a theme which I 
feel no one else has treated and my text 
is one of that kind. 
There aro paths in 
God’s world that aro well beaten by Chris­ 
tian feet. 
When men want to quote scrip­ 
ture they quote the old passages that every 
one has heard. 
When they want a chapter 
read tlioy read a chapter that all tho other 
people have been reading, so that tho 
church to day is ignorant of three-fourths 
of tho Bible. 
You go into tho Louvro at 
Paris 
You confine yourself to oho cor­ 
ridor of that opulent gallery of paintings. 
As you come out your friend says to you: 
Did you see that Rembrandt!'” 
“No.” 
Did you 
see that 
Rubens!'” 
“No.” 
Did you see that Titian?” 
“No.” “ Did 
you soo that Raphael?” 
“No.” 
“Well, ’ 
says our friend, “then you didn’t see tho 
Louvre.” 
Now, my friends, I think we 
are too much apt to confine ourselves to 
one of the groat corridors of this scripture 
truth, and so much so that there is not one 
person out of a million who has ever no­ 
ticed 
tho all-suggestive 
and powerful 
picture in tho words of my text. 
This toxt represents God as a strong 
swimmer 
striking out to 
push 
down 
iniquity and savo tho souls of men. 
“He 
shall spread forth His hands in the midst 
of thorn, as ho that swimmeth spreadeth 
forth his hands to swim. ” 
Tho figure is 
bold and many-sided. 
Most of you know 
how to swim. 
Somo of you learned it in 
the city schools, where this art is taught; 
Diuo of you in boyhood in the river near 
your father’s house, some of you siuco you 
came to manhood or womanhood while 
summering on the beach of the sea. 
You 
step down in the wave, you throw your 
head back, you bring your elbows to tho 
chest, you put tho palms of your hands 
downward and the soles of your feet out­ 
ward, and you push through the wator as 
though you had been born aquatic. 
It is 
a grand thing to know how to swim, not 
only for yourself but because you will after 
awhile perhaps havo to help others. 
I do 
not know anything raoro stirring or sub­ 
lime than to see somo man like Norman 
McKenzie 
leaping 
from 
tho 
ship 
Madras 
into 
the 
sea 
to 
save 
Charles 
Turner, 
who 
had dropped 
from tho royal yard whilo trying to 
loosen the sail, bringing him back to the 
deck amid tho huzzas of tho passengers 
and crow. 
If a man has not enthusiasm 
enough to cheer in such circumstances ho 
deserves himself to drop into tho sea and 
havo no one help him. 
Tho Royal Hu 
mane society of England was established 
in 1774, its object to applaud and reward 
thoso who should pluck up life from the 
deep. 
Any one who has performed such a 
deed of daring has all tho particulars of 
that bravery recorded in a public record, 
and on his breast a modal done in bluo 
and gold, and bronze anchor, and mono 
gram, and inscription, telling to future 
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generations the bi avery of the man or wo 
man who saved some one from drowning. 
But, my friends, if it is such a worthy 
thing to savo a body from the deep, I ask 
you if it is not a worthy thing to save an 
immortal souk 
And you shall soo this 
hour tho son of God step forth for this 
achievement. 
“Ho shall spred forth His 
hand in tho midst of them, as he that 
swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands to 
swim.” 
In order to understand tho full force of 
this figure you need to realize, first of all, 
that our race is in a sinking condition. 
You sometimes hear peoplo talking of 
what they consider tho most beautiful 
word in our language. 
One man says it 
is “home,” another man says it is tho 
word “mother,” another says it is the 
word “Jesus,” but I will tell you tho bit­ 
terest word in all our language, 
the word 
most angry and baleful, the word saturated 
with the most trouble, tho word that ac­ 
counts for all the loathsomeness and the 
pang and the outrage and the harrowing; 
and that word is “sin.” 
You spell it 
with three letters, aud yet thoso three 
letters 
describe 
the circumference and 
pierce the diameter of everything bad in 
the universe. 
Sin! it is a sibilant word. 
You 
can 
not 
prouounce it without 
giving 
it 
tho 
siss 
of 
tho 
flame 
or the 
hiss 
of 
the 
serpent. 
Sin! 
And 
then 
if 
you 
add 
three 
letters 
to that word it describes every oho of us 
by nature—sinner. 
We havo outraged 
the law of God, not occasionally, or now 
and then, but perpetually. 
Tho Bible de­ 
clares it. 
Hark! 
It thunders two claps: 
“ The heart is deceitful above all things 
and desperately wicked. ’ * 
1 ‘The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die.” 
What the Bible 
says our own conscience affirms. 
After 
Judge Morgan had sentenced Lady Jane 
Grey to death his conscience troubled him 
so much for the deed that ho became in­ 
sane and all through his insanity he kept 
saying: 
“Take her away from me! Lady 
Jane Grey.” 
It was the voice of his con­ 
science. 
And no man over does anything 
wrong, however great or small, but his 
conscience brings that matter before him 
and at every step of his misbehavior it 
says: 
“ Wrongs wrong.’’ Sin is a leprosy, 
sin Is a paralysis, sin is a consumption, 
sin is pollution, 
sin is death. 
Give it a 
fair chanco and it will swamp you, 
body, 
mind, and soul, forever. 
In this world Ic 
only gives a faint intimation of its viru­ 
lence. 
You 
see a patient In the first 
stages 
of 
typhoid. 
The 
chook 
is somewhat flushed, the (hands somewhat 
hot, preceded by a slight chill. 
“W hy,” 
you say, “ typhoid fever does not seem to 
be much of a disease.” 
But wait until the 
patient has been six weeks under it aud 


save us 
shook off the sandals cf 
heaven and His 
feet were free: and then Ho stopped down 
into the wave of our transgressions and it 
came up over His wounded feet mid it 
came above tile spear stab in his side— 
aye, it dashed to tho lacerated temple, the 
high-water mark of His anguish. 
Then, 
rGing above the flood, “He stretched forth 
His hands in the midst ofjthem, as he that 
swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands to 
swim.” 
If you nave ever watched a swimmer 
you notico that his whole body is brought 
into play. 
The arms are flexed, tho hands 
drive tho water back, tho knees are active, 
the head is thrown back to escape strangu­ 
lation, the whole body is in propulsion. 
And when Christ sprang into tho deep to 
save us He throw His ontiro nature into it

It was not 
two-thirds of a God that lifted up Lazarus 
into the arms of his overjoyed sisters. 
It 
was not a fragment of a God who offered 
pardon and peaco to all tho raco. 
No. 
This mighty swimmer throw His grandeur, 
His glory, His might,His wisdom, His om­ 
nipotence, and his eternity into this ono 
act. 
It took both hands of God to savo us 
—both feet. 
How do I prove it? On tho 
cross woro not both hands nailed? On the 
cross were not both foot nailed? 
His ontiro 
nature involved in our redemption! 
If you havo lived much by tho water 
you notice also that if any olio is going out 
to the roscud of tho drowning lie must bo 
independent, self-reliant, aud able to go 
alone. There may bo a time when ho must 
spring out to savo ono and he can not got 
a life boat,(and if ho goes out and has not 
strength enough to bear himself up and 
boar another up, he will sink, and instead 
of dragging one corpse out of tho torrent 
you wiil have two to drag out.

No 
wing. 
No (ladder. 
When Nathaniel Lyon fell 
in tho battle chargo in front of his troops 
he had a whole army to cheer him. 
When 
Marshal Ney sprang into tho contest and 
plunged in tho spurs till tho horse’s flanks 
spurted blood, all Franco applauded him. 
But Jesus alono! 
“Of the peoplo thoro 
was none to help!” 
“All forsook him and 
fled.”

savo tho other mon, and they put out. 
It 
was somo timo beforo they could find tho 
place whero tho men were, but after 
awhile thoy heard 
their cry: 
“Help! 
Help!” and they boro down to them, and 
they saved them and brought them to 
shore. 
O, that this moment our cry might 
bo lifted long, loud, and shrill, till Christ 
tho swimmer shall corno and take us lest 
we drop a thousand fathoms down. 
That is a thrilling timo when some on : 
swamped in tho surf is brought ashore and 
being resuscitated. 
How tho people watch 
for the moment whon ho begins to breatho 
again, and when at last ho takes ono full 
inflation a shout of joy rings up and 
down the beach. 
Thoro is joy becauso a 
life is savod. O yo who aro swamped in tho 
seas of trouble and sin! wo gather around 
you. Would this might bo tho hour whon 
you begin to live. 
Tho Lord Jesus Christ 
steps down, Ho gots on His knees, Ho puts 
His lip to your lip, and would breatho 
pardon and life and heaven into your 
immortal soul. 
God grant that this hour 
there may be thousands of souls resusci­ 
tated. 
I stand on tho deck of the old 
gospel ship amid a crowd of passengers, 
all of them hoping that tho last man over­ 
board may bo saved. 
May tho living 
Christ this hour put out for your safety, 
“spreading forth His hands in tho midst 
of you, as a swimmer spreadeth forth his 
hands to swim. ’ ’

He shall see

Christ” 
The prophet seems to behold the com­ 
ing Messiah, put to his lips the cup of 
gall, but even while he drinks it, upon 
the farrowed cheek of pain begins to 
play the smile of content.

The writer to the 
Hebrews says that it was for the joy that 
was set before him that Christ "endured 
the cross, demising the shame.” 
What was this joy ? The text says, for 
He shall justify many, literally, for he 
shall make many righteous, i. e., put them

verse themselves. 
God. 
Here 
the 
preaoherd drew 
a 
vivid 
pictures 
of two contrasted scenes visible to Christ 
from the oross, viz.: Humanity without 
a Christ; and humanity redeemed. 
(I) His joy was, first, the joy of 
grand achievement. Examples in tin­ 
man 
history, Torricelli, Archimedes, 
Paliseey, Columbus and others. I trust 
you know something of this exhilaration. 
Dudeqand dawdlers who take life as 
drejs parade, a jest or a pleasure trip 
know nothing about it, but earnest souls 
do. So Christ. When with a cry that 
rent the temple veil and the rooks be­ 
neath the cross he exclaimed, “It is fin­ 
ished” that was a note of triumph, a 
declaration that the suooees of creation 
was assured. 
(2.) The joy that bubbles up in a ben­ 
evolent heart at mitigating another's sor­ 
row. There is genuine luxury in doing 
good. Yiotor Hugo says that "the joy 
we inspire has this charming thing about 
it, that far from being weakened like 
ordinary reflections it returns to as more 
radiant than before.” What a joy must 
have flooded the Savior's soul as from 
the oross he looked at that race lost, then 
at that race redeemed. 
(3.) But ii was richer joy than this. We 
have seen the mother distill her very 
heart’s blood into blessed ministries. 
Christ’s picture of tho prodigal’s wel­ 
come assures us that the father was as 
happy as the boy. Christ lad infinite 
love, he saw not one return from earthly 
shame and distress to temporal comfort, 
but "ten thousand times ten thousand; 
aud thousands of thousands returned 
from eternal disgrace,[and woe to ever­ 
lasting honor and joy and he was satisfi­ 
ed. 
A practical thought or two. Learn 
first in what lies the true worth of man. 
Why was He satisfied ? Be cause he will 
make many righteous. The soul is the 
best of the man and the image of Christ 
is the best thing possible 
for the 
soul. Better

dad 
in 
thread-bare, 
home-spun; 
dwel­ 
ling in a hovel, than a Caliban, robed in 
cloth of gold and faring sumptuously in 
a palace. It is high time we begin to re­ 
measure men by manhood and not by 
money. 
Learn in what must lie your true satis­ 
faction if ever you are to be satisfied. 
How oan a sensible man expect lo be sat­ 
is tied unless his soul is in key with a 
universe built by a righteous God ? Many 
a haggard-faced man of wealth and 
power has tried in vain lo suck honey out 
of the flowers which a favoring fortune 
has flung profusely into his lap; and 
many a lowly saint of Christ, from what 
the world would call bitter weeds of ad­ 
versity, has 
extracted 
nectar sweet 
enough 
for 
an 
angel’s 
taste. 
A 
bad man in heaven oould say with 
Mtlton’s satan, "Which way I fly is 
hell, myself an hell." Nor will complete 
satisfaction be ours unless we take a 
part in leading men to the cross. 
Learn also rightly to estimate the af­ 


flictions of life. If they'help make char­ 
acter we should learn to [be satisfied in 
them. Even the heathen Socrates knew 
enough for that. 
What though the san 
| goes down if the celestial stars appear in 
may be la 
larger sun than the one we lost. 
Finally, to sum up all in two words, 
"know Christ." The text Bays, ‘ By his 
knowledge Bhail he make many right 
eons.” Many scholars read "by their 
knowledge of him shall he make many 
righteous.” I like that. 
It links to 
Christ's own words, "This is eternal life, 
that they might know Thee the only true 
God and Jesus Christ whom thou hast 
lost.” 
Not only know about him, but 
mow bim; to come within the charmed 
circle of hie redeeming influence. He is 
waiting for you to orne. He bends low 
His ear to catch the faintest cry of the 
penitent. May that cry be yours.
